M » of Kettners — is 


another of the older leading 
London chefs, whom I have 
known for a long time. I 
wondered what he felt 
about the young chefs of 
today. 


“LE have some good not-loo- 
yeung ones," he told me, “and 
some very geod apprentices 
from the Westminster Technical 
College, sent 1o me by my friend 
M, Vineent.” (M. Vincent is 
head of the department of 
cookery.) “These boys start here 
at £3 10s a week, rising by 10s, 
every three months.” 

So, afler two years, the boys 
will be canning £7 10s. a week, 
with exechtent prospects of a 
recurred fature, if they manage 
tw “stick” what 1 have already 
written of = the erratic hours 
amd othe restaurant kifehen's 
heat,

“Good focd is expensive,” M. 
Moreau went on, “and you can- 
not get apprentices for nothing, 
these days.’ He smiled benevo- 
lently. “We pay good money 
he e and we da not very often 
Jose our chefs,” 

I gathered that M, Morcau ds 
not 50 deypondent about = his 
young chefs us some of his con- 
temporuries ure about the future 
of hotel and restaurant catering, 
Most of them deplore the fact 
that much too few of them are 
ready tov devote themselves to 
high-class cookery. The evidence 
points to a shortage of first-class 
chefs In a few years’ time.

{his dime they are cooked. 
Transfer them tv a serving dish 
and keep hot. 

For 4 “mignons,” add to the 
frying-pan a sma}l measure of 
cognae, set It alight, but shake 
out the flames before — all the 
spirit has evaporated. Now add 
2 to 3 oz thinly sliced un- 
opened mushrooms and o small 
nut of bubter and fry them 
gently for a minute or so. Add 
% pint double cream and bring 
to the boll, Reduce the heat ond 
add, bit by bi, a geod walnut 
of butter, (This completes the 
thickening of the cream. No 
flour in this exquisite  sauct,) 
Taste and season with pepper 
and salt. Pour the mushroom 
sauce over the veal and serve.

BUSHFIRE SCOURGE 
AGAIN | 


From H. KING WOOD _ 


Sydney, Dec. 24. 


The grim prophecies being made by bushfire 
authorities over the last few weeks that the State 
was a tinder box, came true last week when during 
one searing hot day Sydney was ringed with fires 
described as “the worst in living memory”. 

In a few blazing hours more than 14 homes, a 
church, 37 cara, trucks, motor cycles, and thousands of 


fowls and ducks were 
apread over a wide area. 


The Chief Secretary, Mr C. A. 
Kelly, placing a complete ban on 
the lighting of fires in the open 
until January 2, declared that all 
authorities considered that the 
State “faved the gravest fire 
danger in history. He has placed 
the = fire-lighting ban over the 
holidays to prevent happy holi- 
day makers, not used to out- 
door fires, setting the State 
alight, although the ban will 
bit ot thousands of campers, 
curavanners and picnickers who, 
for the last few days, have been 
pouring out of Sydney on holl- 
day roads, 

Maybe it is diMecwt for people 
living In cooler or less bushy 
lands to visualise the termble 
spectacle of a bushfire, NSW, 
indced most of Australla, has 
always faced the danger, but 
tt has become more grave in 
recent years, firstly, Because 
continuous wet seasons have 
turned the Australlan bush into 
o lush pasture and secondly, 
because of our vast increases in 
population it hus been necessary 
for people to get further and 
further away from inhabited 
areas and out into the timbered 
and bush country.
